The remarks do not argue the rejections, rather present arguments directed towards various claims. Insofar as this was understood, the 
following is offered: 

I. With respect to the rejection of Claims 1 0-1 2, 1 4, 1 6-24 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over US 2002/01 921 43 to 
Miyazawa, et al. in view of Fagan, et al., Metal Complexes of Buckminsterfullerene (C60), Acc. Chem. Res. 1992; 25: 134-142, the 
traversal is on the grounds that the combination does not teach the "hollow structural portion" and the amorphous structure. (Remarks of 
3/1 0/201 1 at 6) The arguments directed towards the armorphous structure are not persuasive as this is not required by Claim 1 1 . As to the 
hollow structural portion, Miyazawa teaches hollow portions. (Miyazawa 5: [0132] et seq.) This was not understood. As to Claim 22, reciting 
an "amorphous structure," the distinction being argued is not understood. What does "amorphous" mean in the context of fullerene needles, 
and how is this different from "polycrystals" taught by Miyazawa? (Miyazawa 2: [0023]). Note also the same processes (liquid-liquid 
interface, etc.) employed. What makes one produce "amorphous" and the other "non-amorphous" needles? 

II. With respect to the rejection of Claims 25-28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 2002/0192143 to Miyazawa, et al. 
and Fagan, et al., Metal Complexes of Buckminsterfullerene (C60), Acc. Chem. Res. 1992; 25: 134-142 as applied to claims 17-18 above, 
and further in view of US 7,291 ,31 8 to Sakurabayashi, et al., the remarks appear to argue newly claimed features that are not entered. 
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
